PARIS, Nov. 24 (AP)—The pos- 
sible total of American prisoners 
killed by Communists in Korea 
has been increased to 8000 in a

Matthew B. Ridgway, supreme Al- 
lied commander in the Far East, 
to the United Nations Security 
Council. That is 2000 more than 
previously indicated. 

The disclosure, made in one of 
the U.N. commander’s regular 
semi-monthly reports, was sub- 
mitted to the U.N, by the United 
States delegation along with two 
other reports on Nov. 12. It cov- 
ers the period from Aug. 16 to 
Aug. 31. 

Ridgway’s statement, declaring 
that as of July 20, 1951, “approx- 
imately 8000 United States mili- 
tary personnel have been report- 
ed killed as war crimes vie¢tims,” 
apparently was delivered two days 
before Col. James M. Hanley said 
the Reds had killed 6270 Ameri- 
can and 290 other Allied prison- 
ers. Col. Hanley is chief of the 
Eighth Army’s war crimes inves- 
tigation section. 

The report, as disclosed in 
Washington last night, was re- 
ported as saying exact evidence 


obtained through July 20 num- 
bered some 400 killings. The 
8000 total, it ‘was pointed out, 
was based on unconfirmed reports 


ous forms. 

Here is what the Ridgway re- 
port said about the atrocities: 

“Documentation and investiga- 
tion of reported war crimes inci- 
dents are continuing. As of July 
20, 1951, approximately 8000 
United States military personnel 
have been reported killed as war 
crimes victims. Of this number, 
approximately 7000 were reported 
killed by the North Koreans and 
the remainder by the Chinese 
Communists. 

“Approximately 15,000 South 
Koreans, of Whom.14,000 were ci- 
vilians, have been reported killed 
in other incidents. This figure 
does not include deaths reported 
in Seoul, Taejon and other places 
occupied by enemy forces. Of the 
South Korean deaths, approxi- 
mately 200 have been reported 
killed by the Chinees Communists 
‘and the remainder by the North 
' Koreans.

LADY. ASTOR URGES 
BREAKING OF SHAW’S 


RIDICULOUS WILL’ 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP)—Amer- 
ican-born Lady Astor, a _ close 
friend of the late George Bernard, 
Shaw, yesterday urged the forma- 
tion of a “society to save Shaw 
from his friends.” 

Lady Astor spoke at the launch- 
ing of a world-wide £250,000 
($700,000) Shaw memorial appeal. 
She told a gathering of writers 
and artists something should be 
done about breaking Shaw’s “ridi- 
culous will.” 

“He was a most provocative but 
a satisfactory man,” Lady Astor 
said. ‘ “I loved him because he 
was such a great conservative and 
great aristocrat. Nobody has been 
more misrepresented, I think we 
should have another society to 
save Shaw from his friends.” 
But, she said, “he never gave 
anything tothe people he loved. 
Here am I in reduced circum- 
stances. I cannot forgive him for 
that wretched will.” 

Shaw left the bulk of his estate 
of £301,585 ($844,438), less taxes, 
to a fund for promoting a phonetic 
40-letter alphabet. His few pri- 
vate bequests did not include one 
to Lady Astor, who is not exactly 
in the “reduced circumstances” 
she described.

One after another they arose 
at the green felt conference table 
in the former Mussolini forum to 
hammer away at a single theme:

Other Ministers There. 

Beside the foreign ministers sat 
finance and defense ministers of 
the 12 member nations of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
on. 

Sitting in on the plenary ses- 
sion’ were two observers frém 
Greece and Turkey, who are ex- 
pected to become full members of 
the alliance early in 1952. Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
Eanghelos Averoff represented 
Greece and Ambassador Hussein 
Rasif Bayour, Turkey. 
Communist threats to hold anti- 
West demonstrations outside the 
meeting place fizzled out. 
A Soviet government employe, 
Tass Correspondent Alexandre 
Vishnevsky, attended today’s ses- 
sion to cover the proceedings. 
Asked if there had been any ques- 
tion raised when he requested 
credentials, Vishnevsky _ said: 
“Why, of course not.” 

Speech by Eden. 
Eden, making his first speech 
to NATO, was the center of inter- 
est. The British Foreign Secretary 
said “our purpose is peace.” 
“We have no aggressive de- 
signs, no territorial ambitions, no 
quarrels,” he said. 
Eden repeated. what he told 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly earlier this month. 
The West, he said, can be 
tested by the nations of the East 
through the established channels 
of negotiation. He did not elabo- 
rate, beyond saying once again 
the nations of the world ought 
to set out to solve their problems 
“one by one.” 
Pointing out how western 
countries disarmed after the war, 
Eden said: : 
“We now have to restore the 
balance of power. Our purpose to- 
day is to do that, to be able to 
negotiate from strength. We have 
learned that weakness makes ef- 
fective negotiation impossible.” 

De Gasperi Urges Peace. 

De Gasperi called for “a work- 
ing and dynamic peace which 
will be for the benefit and legiti- 
mate satisfaction of all classes of 
people.”

COPENHAGEN, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Exploding half-ton mines last 
night blasted the Danish Navy's 
arsenal here into a charred tangle

Unofficial estimates put the 
damage somewhere n 75,- 
000,000. and 100,000, kroner 
(about $1,100,000 to $1,400,000). 
Blast Felt in Sweden. 
The violent chain reaction of 


stroyed five buildings and heavily 
damaged other navy installations, 
shattered windows throughout 
Copenhagen, set off hundreds of 
burglar alarms and knocked peo- 
ple out of their beds in Sweden, 
30 miles across the straits. 

Fire in a gasoline tank behind 
the heavy concrete mine arsenal 
touched off seven of 10 mines 
which an authoritative naval 
source said had just arrived from 
the United States. The blast made 
about 10 yards. deep 
and 30 yards wide and completely 
disintegrated the workshep where 
the mines had been taken for in- 


spection. 

Firemen who first were called 
to fight the gasoine fire, were 
caught by the blast and only one 
of them was able to tell what hap- 
pened.. The other 22 were either 
dead or in. the hospital. 

Fires Curbed in 2 Hours.

Why do you continue to advocate the 
unit control system for the Board of 
Education? What is to be gained by 
the system? A 

There are several very glaring ob- 
jections to unit control: It is based on 
the assumption that there is a super- 
man who knows all about teaching, buy- 
ing supplies, bookkeeping, finance, au- 
diting, architecture, construction, main- 
tenance, repairs,*gardening, and all the 
other specialties that make up public 
school operation. 

There is no such person, and if there 
Were one such master mind, a specialist 
in all things, where could such another 
be found to take his place when he 
Passes on? 

The unit control plan would be an- 
other step in the direction of totalitari- 
anism. We decry the same principle in 
government. The idea might prove to 
be efficient in a small community where 
there are few schools and no building 
department or extensive maintenance 
shop. 

A newspaper or other private indus- 
try might well have a single head to 
establish policy, but one person at the 
head of a vast public school system 
would be folly and most inefficient. 

The ideology is wrong, because, like 
totalitarianism, it is based on ideal con- 
ditions which are seldom found. 

There would be too much authority 
exercised by one’person. Think of the 
wonderful position it would be!

‘Thoughts for Senator Hess 


At i$ high time that State Senator David A. 
Hess learned that the public is beginning to 
‘realize what is holding up the St. Louis public 
school unit control bili and doesn’t like what it 
sees. Under Senator Hess’ grossly inept 
handling the bill has been pigeon-holed, rewrit- 

_ ten, stalled and all but delayed to death. 
The first fact to grasp about this measure is 
that the hard core of opposition to it centers in 
one man. ‘ That man is Charles J. Dyer, a furni- 
ture merchant who, until recently, has been the 
most powerful single member of the St. Louis 
School Board. ‘che election last spring of tiree 
referm candidates and the recent appointment 
of William Charles has lowered Mr. Dyer’s influ- 
ence at 911 Locust- street, but he is still a factor 
in school matters. 


Mr. Dyer, whose term expires in the spring of 
1953, when voters ‘will have the opportunity to 
rid the board of his presence, has consistently 
opposed unit control. He says publicly that he 
is opposed to centralization of authority and 
therefore cannot accept the measure. Thus he 
would continue the present wasteful system of 
dispersing administrative authority among sev- 
eral officials, a plam under which individual 
school board members can interfere and have 
interfered with day-to-day operations. 

: » + * 


Unit control would go a long way toward 
ending this present unhealthy, unwise and 
wasteful dispersal of powers. Most important, 
by centering responsibility in a single superin- 
tendent of schools, unit control would make it 
difficult for individual school board members 
to appropriate school departments as private 
patronage preserves. With Mr. Dyer this seems 
to go against the grain. 

Senator Hess also should know that Mr: Dyer 
has excellent connections with the North St. 
Louis branch of the Democratic party, headed 
by Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan, as well as with 
the AFL Building & Construction Trades’Coun- 
cil, which is the one group most aggressively 
against unit control. Larry Callanan, boss of the 
Steamfitters’ Union, and the Sheriff’s brother, 
is an important factor in the Building Trades 
group. 

Sheriff Callanan’s party organization, Larry 
Callanan’s Steamfitters and the Building ‘Trades 
Council are groups that can bring great political 
pressure on a State Senator, especially if he 
wants to return to the Senate. Is this the 
reason for Senator Hess’ many fumbles with 
the bill? ' 

If it is, then the Senator should have a talk 
with himself and then another with the Building 
Trades Council. First he will have to admit he 
was talking nonsense when he said unit control 
would open the way to replacement of AFL 
employes with CIO members. The fact is the 
CIO does not organize workers on a craft union 
basis, which -is the province of the AFL. The 
Building Trades people know that’ even if the 
Senator does not. 

a * » 

Moreover the Senator has no basis for believ- 
ing that unit control would mean wholesale fir- 
ing in the school building department. Building 
Trades leaders who have been apprehensive on 
this matter should look to the source of such 
unsubstantiated rumors. Who sold them this 
story—? Whose bread arewhey buttering by ac- 
cepting every rumor as fact? 


Unit control is designed solely to center re- 
sponsibility for the schools in one man, the su- 
perintendent. The original bill was indorsed by 
the. AFL Central Trades & Labor Union, in 
which the Building Trades Council is repre- 
sented, and by the CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil, améng many others. Neither of theall groups 
is out to eliminate jobs. Instead they want to 
see that the taxes of their. members buy the 
most and best in public education. Surely the 
Building Trades Council wants the same thing. 


So do Senator Hess’ constituents. Let him do 
a little checking and find out for himself.

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How Dark the Horse? 


Nearly every dispatch about Gov. Earl War- 
ren these days reveals the debasement. of lan- 
guage right before your eyes. The California 
governor is usually described as the No. 1 dark 
horse for the Republican nomination. As a 
formally announced and openly avowed candi- 
date eight months before the convention, he 
could not possibly be a dark horse of any num- 
ber. 

A dark horse, in a word, has to be dark. It 
says so in the book; “in racing... an unknown 
or little-known competitor that unexpectedly 


wins; political cant, a candidate unexpectedly . 


nominated, esp. as a compromise between fac- 
tions.” 

The development of language being the law- 
less and erratic thing it is, we do not expect 
this purist footnote to have any effect whatever 
on the course of events. In the fullness of time, 
no doubt, we shall all discover that “dark 
horse” has become the commonly used term to 
describe any presidential candidate and, by 
transference, any candidate for any office. 
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A Spectacle of Frustration 

A man would not have to be from Mars to be 
amazed at the sight of the United States Gov- 
ernment frustrating its own efforts to function. 
Such a spectacle occurs at irregular but all too 
frequent intervals in the Senate with the emer- 
gence of the filibuster. A similar spectacle now 
is in progress with respect to the vast reserves 
of oil under the seas off the western and south- 
ern coasts. 


The Federal Government enjoys sovereignty 
over these oil reserves, as affirmed by the au- 
thority of the Supreme Court. Enjoys the sov-

He warns the Government 
not to “seize” the submerged oil lands, declar- 
ing it would amount to “unprecedented and un- 
mitigated defiance of the Congress and the 
peop Tg 

To a man looking on from another country, 
what a spectacle of impotence and self-frustra- 
tion this must seem. Can it be that the American 
Supreme Court and the American Congress are 
pitted against each other, the former telling the 
Administration to go ahead, the latter telling it 
to stop? Can it be that the Administration itself 


is likewise divided and on dead center, the 
Truman-Chapman wing striving to move for- 
ward, the Connally wing waving the bloody shirt 
and daring it to stir from its tracks? . | 
Surely reasonable men can find a more rea- 
sonable way of dealing with an isstie of so much 
consequence. to the security ,of the nation.

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Good Man—for Moscow 

It seems fairly well @stablished that George 
Kennan has agreed to become the next Ameri- 
can ambassador in Moscow. His acceptance of 
the post apparently has been conditioned only 
on permission to remain at his work in the 
United States until next May. 

The appointment, if it is finally made, should 
be an excellent one. Mr. Kennan has a fluent 
command of the Russian language and a deep 
knowledge of Russian histoéry. Furthermore, as 
Counselor of the State Department, a post from 
which he is now on leave, he was perhaps the 
chief author of our Russian containment policy. 
In the last year or so, his writings have indi- 
cated a careful re-thinking of American policy 
and its projection into the future along a line 
which is fundamentally optimistic. Certainly, he 
is convinced that the Russian question can be 
solved without war. 

His writings—the famous “Mr. X” article in 
Foreign Affairs as well as his history of Ameri- 
can diplomacy since the turn of the century— 
have provoked somé criticism. But as The New 
York Times said: “None of this controversy goes 
beyond the bounds of what should be expected 
when a first-rate mind participates directly in 
the market place of public opinion.” 

Recently our envoy in Moscow has not been 
able to do much more than to direct the gather- 
ing of limited information. Even in this work, 
Mr. Kennan's background would be of great 
value. But he might come considerably closer to 
the ideal function of an ambassador, that is to 
have an active part in the shaping of policy and 
the preservation of peaceful relations between 
nations. ; 

Mr. Kennan believes in negotiation. He alsd 
believes that limited objectives are worth achiev- 
ing as steps toward a grand design. As a man 
of keen intellect and practical experience, he 
is what we need in Moscow. 
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Urging expanded aid to Chiang Kai-shek, 
Gov. Dewey says nowhere else can soldiers be 
got so cheaply, the Nationalist Chinese soldier 
being paid only $2 a month. The Nationalist 
Chinese soldiers are paid so little, in fact, that 


they have shown a regrettable tendency to join.

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A Rail Engineer Advises Motorists 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Don't try to race a train or beat it over a crossing, he urges; 
saving eight to 80 seconds is not worth risk of life; engineer tells 
how his locomotive struck car despite all he could do, and says 
no one who saw the consequences would take a similar chance. 


Joe Bell in the Missouri-Pacific Lines Magazine, 
Reprinted From the Auto Clab News 


I am a locomotive engineer on one of 
the leading trunk railway systems of this 
country. I operate both steam and diesel 
locomotives in both fast and local passen- 
ger service. 

Let me say to the train racers where 
the highway bafallels the railway, “I am 
not racing you.” I am making a speed set 
for me by, company rules and schedules, 
and which is limited by the I.C.C. I make 


high speed because the public demands - 


it and the railway requires it of me. It is 
not of my choosing. 

_ You are driving at a high rate of speed, 
in most cases, because of the thrill you 
get and it affords you something to tell 
about at the next service station, cafe, 
a lobby, or beer joint at which you may 
stop. 

I have a good roadbed, heavy ballast 
and heavy steel rails, all on a fenced 
right-of-way. My way is lined with the 
latest and most efficient electric automatic 
block signals which tell me the way is 
clear; or, if not clear, they warn me and 
give me plenty of time and space in which 
to reduce speed or bring my train to a 
stop. They give me the location and move- 
ment of any other trains for miles ahead 
in order that I may govern the movement 
of my train accordingly. ’ 


I know. personally most of the engineers 
on the other trains and I. know that, in 
order to remain in the service, all of them 
are periodically closely examined on oper- 
ating rules and machinery; also, that they 
must undergo a physical examination cov- 
ering vision, hearing and color perception, 
at regular intervals. 


When I am to meet or pass a train, I 
know by block signals and rules just what 
the other man is going to do, and vice 
versa. Yet, in spite of all this, we do have 
some accidents. 

Now, you who drive, don’t race a train, 
for you have no private right of way and, 
in many cases, you know little or nothing 
of the condition of the highway. You have 
no signals to tell you. _ the movement of 
other cars or trucks—one can pop out in 
front of you anywhere, any time, without 
any warning at all. 


You haven't the least idea who is driv- 
ing the cars coming toward you or moving 
around you; nothing at all to tell you 
whether it is man, woman or child; a crip- 
ple, a drunk, a fool; a half-wit, or a nor- 
mal person, You see them coming or mov- 
ing and nothing but your guess tells you 
what they are going to do or that they 
even see your car. 


My passengers are strangers to me. I 
doubt if I ever saw one of them. They 
climb into their berths and go to sleep, 
confident of their safety. : 

Now, about your passengers. They are 
not strangers to you, in most cases. They 
are those whom you know and love; or 
others who are close to you. Remember, 
they*are depending on you to drive safely. 
I hope you will afford them the same pro- 
tection which I give to a number of 
strangers—they are due it. 

To the drivers who try to beat the train 
over the crossing, I have this to say: Don't 
do it. For a fast passenger train to clear, 
you would have to wait only eight to 12 
seconds and for a.long freight train to go 
by, only 50 to 80 seconds. Professional 
gamblers figure largely on odds. 

If you try to beat a train over a crossing, 
you are betting eternity against those few 
seconds of time you might save. Eternity 
is a long time and seconds and minutes 
place no wrinkles upon its brow. 


Not many months ago, there lay at a 


‘railroad crossing the terribly mangled and 


almost unrecognizable body of a young 
man. His bruised and battered head was 
found many feet away. Beside him lay 
another whose skull was burst open on 
the pavement. 

About six seconds—take out your watch 
and count them off—just about six sec- 
onds before that I could see the young 
man at the wheel, with others in.the car 
with him. All living, breathing, normal. 
He raced his car to beat my train over the 
crossing, disregarding the fixed crossing 
signals and the warning blasts of the whis- 
tle, the bell, a straight beam and a swing- 
ing headlight shining brightly. 

In about two seconds, I did all that 31 
years of training had taught me to do to 
avoid striking the car, but it was im- 
possible. 

Modern mechanical engineering has 
given us the most modern and powerful 
electric brakes for our trains and engines, 
but it is impossible to stop an 800 to 1200 
ton train, moving 75 miles per hour, in less 
than several thousand feet. 

We can’t stop in time to avoid crossing 
accidents, but, Mr. Car Driver, you can. 
And you would if you had seen the broken 
bones, the torn flesh and the blood-soaked 
concrete that many of us engineers have 
seen. 

Everyone can, for their part, drive safe; 
ly if they want to. 

You have a set of brains in your head— 
use them.

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University of Ilinois 
‘Gives Dr. Ivy Chance 
to Validate Effects of 
Krebiozen. 


— 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24 (AP)—The 
University of Mlinois board of 
trustees has directed Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivy, recently suspended by the 
Chicago Medical Society, to con- 
tinue his research work on kre- 
biozen, the experimental cancer 


Dr. Ivy, head of the Chicago 
professional schools of the uni- 
versity, Was suspended Nov. 13 by 
the society “for methods he em- 
ployed in promoting” krebiozen 
in treatment of cancer. 

The board yesterday adopted 
without comment a brief report 
by Dr. George D. Stoddard, uni- 
versity president. The report did 
not criticize Dr. Ivy, but instead 
urged him to continue his. re- 
search so as “to validate to the 
satisfaction of all concerned the 
effects of krebiozen on cancer 
patients.” 

22 Patients Treated. 

Dr. Ivy made krebiozen public 
last March. He said 22 cancer pa- 
tients had been treated with it 
and 14 showed signs of improve- 
ment but eight others died. All 
patients were in the advanced 
stages of the disease. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion on Oct. 25 said’a study failed 
to show krebiozen had beneficial 
effects.: It based its report on | 
case histories of 100 cancer. pa- | 
tients treated with krebiozen. 

“As I see it, the main question 
now is to determine definitely the 
value of the drug under research 
and clinical conditions,” Dr. Stod- 
dard told the university’s board of 
trustees at their monthly meeting. 

“Dr. Ivy has a large number of 
mew cases that need study and 
evalvation. He needs a few 
monins time for this and I feel 
he should be asked to work in- 
tensively on this report. 

Effects of Krebiozen. 

“If the problem is regarded 
basically as an administrative 
matter, F shall proceed to get the 
answers that are needed: 

“1. To validate to the satis- 
fac.on of all concerned the 
effects of krebiozen on cancer 
patients. 

“2. To consider questions is- 
sued by members of the medi- 
cal profession as to procedure 
and future development. 

“3. As soon as may be feasi- 
ble, to give the public full in- 
formation on the outcome of 
the work,” Dr. Stoddard re- 
ported. 

Dr. Ivy recently said he has 
500 krebiozen-treated cancer cases 
under study. Dr. Stoddard’s re- 
port was adopted without dissent., 

Krebiozen was discovered by | 
Dr. Stevan Durovic, a former 
Yugoslavian physician now living 
in suburban Highland Park. The 
formula has not been made pub- 
lic but:is believed to be extracted 
from -the blood serum of horses. 
One reason for the society’s sus- 
pension action was the failure to 
make the formula public.

NCAA Control 
Over TV Held 
To Be Illegal 


Nov. 24 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., 


(AP)—The national collegiate 
athletic association’s one-year 
controlled football television pro- 
gram ends today—perhaps for- 
ever. 

Drastic changes are in prospect 
following an unofficial opinion 
from the Department of Justice 
in Washington that it considered 
restrictions of telecasts of big 
time games “illegal.” 

The latest development in the 
controversial issue came as a re- 
sult of a squabble regarding the 
NCAA’s refusal to sanction tele- 
casts of today’s big game between 
Tennessee and Kentucky at Lex- 
ington, Ky. 

Kentucky Gov. Lawrence W. 
Wetherby wired Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath requesting permis- 
sion to telecast the game. 

Newell A. Clapp, acting chief 
of the anti-trust division of the 
Department of Justice, called 
Gov. Wetherby’s attention to the 
anti-trust suit filed Oct. 9 against 
the professiohal national football 
league for similar broadcasting 
restrictions. 

Clapp hinted that ‘similar ac- 
tion would be taken against col- 
legiate groups if the department 
wins the Philadelphia suit. Clapp 
said he hoped a decision would 
be rendered in that case in the 
near future. 

Victor Kramer, who directs 
anti-trust litigation, told news- 
men that officials from the NCAA 
and the department met several 
weeks ago and the department 
informed the college group that 
it considered the ban on telecasts 
“is unlawful.” Kramer added 
that this was not an official rul- 
ing but represents the views held 
by the anti-trust experts. 

The dispute arose when WHAS- 
TV planned to televise the game 
between the Sugar Bowl-bound 
Tennessee, the No. 1 team in the 
national and Cotton Bowl-headed 
Kentucky. The station canceled 
its plans last night when Ken- 
tucky refused to grant permission 
following the NCAA’s ruling. 

Kentucky's board of trustees 
said it would have to abide with 
the NCAA because it is a member 
and because it agreed to the orig- 
inal blackout plan. 

Ralph Furey, Columbia Univer- 
sity athletic director and co-chair- 
man of the NCAA Television 
Committee, advised the presi- 
dents of both universities of the 
unanimous decision by the nine- 
man committee to reject permis- 
sion to televise the game. 

When informed of the Depart- 
ment of Justice’s opinion, Furey 
said, “It is encouraging to note 
that the entire membership, in- 
cluding two members that were 
under pressure are willing to go 
down the wire with the results of 
our experiment.”

From the North-South point of 
view it was unfortunate that East 
made his desperation rescue of 
the doubled no-trump contract, 
since that latter contract could 
have been severely trounced even 
if North favored declarer with a 
spade lead up to his tenace. It 
is true that a two-club contract 
on East’s miserable holding would 
not have been a great deal safer, 
but the defense against that con- 
tract would be more difficult and 
East might well hold the penalty 
to 500 points—less than the value 
of the vulnerable game for North- 
South. 


On lead against the actual four- 
heart contract, West laid down 
the spade king and, when East 
played the discouraging three- 
spot, shifted to the 10 of dia- 
monds. (If South had the dia- 
mond king, Weést’s queen was 
trapped anyway.) 

The diamond jack held the 
trick and South drew trumps, 


taking the marked finesse against 


West. Then, however, South un- 
wisely tried the club finesse, and 
the result was that he lost two 
club tricks. 

On the bidding, the club fi- 


nesse was a very bad venture. 


Declarer should have ruffed two 
of dummy’s spades, and, after 
stripping diamonds and trumps, 
should have thrown West in with 
the spade queen, discarding the 
club deuce from the closed hand. 
West's forced club return would 
then give South the important 
extra trick.

The batter may -be 
mixed up in the morning, the 
pudding steamed and then re- 
heated at dinner if you like. 
This can be done while you are 
making the sauce, without which 


no pudding is complete and while 


making the preparations for the 
meal. Cranberry sauce when 
used as an ingredient, gives not 
only flavor but color. Raisins and 
a little more liquid may replace 
the sauce in the recipe. A bit 
of spice should then be added to 
the flour. 

Speaking of steamed puddings 
it is about time to be thinking 
about that plum pudding that you 
are probably planning to make 
for Christmas. Already, requests 
for recipes have come in. I have 
tried many versions but there is 
none that I like better than an 
old-fashioned English recipe that 
I have varied slightly from time 
to time. 

As it is a very moist pudding, 
it should be stored in the re- 
frigerator until you are ready to 
use it so that there will be no 
danger of mold. After steaming 
has been completed, the cover 
should be removed, the pudding 
allowed to cool and then re- 
covered for storage. 

Steamed Cranberry Pudding. 

Two cups sifted flour, two tea- 

soda, one-half teaspoon 


_ spoons 
salt, one-half:cup shortening, one- 


fourth cup sugar, one-fourth cup 
molasses, two eggs, one-half cup 
water, one cup whole cranberry 
sauce, one-half cup chopped wal- 
nuts. 

Sift together flour, soda and 
salt. Cream together shortening 
and sugar until light and fluffy. 
Add molasses and eggs and beat 
thoroughly. Combine water and 
cranberry sauce. Add flour mix- 
ture to ereamed mixture alter- 
nately with water and cranber- 
ries. Stir in nuts. Pour into 
greased one and one-half quart 
mold or eight individual molds. 
Cover, or if molds have no covers, 
tie a double layer of waxed paper 
securely over top. Set on rack 
in large pan. Pour two quarts 
of water into pan. Cover. Bring 
water to boil and let boil until 
steam escapes, then redace heat 
to low. Steaming should be steady 
but gentle. Steam one hour and 
15 minutes for large mold or 45 
minutes for individual molds. Un- 
mold. Serve warm with whipped 
cream or hard sauce. Yield: One

Christmas Pudding. 

Four cups day old ‘bread 
crumbs, one-half cup brown 
sugar, firmly packed, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-half 
teaspoon nutmeg, three-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoon cloves, 1 cup scalded 
milk, one-half cup currants, one 
and one-half cups seedless rais- 
ins, one-half £7? figs, one-half 
cup dates, oné-fourth cup finely 
sliced citron, one-fourth cup 
finely sliced candied orange rind, 
one-half cup sifted flour, one- 
fourth pound ground suet, 3 eggs, 
one-fourth cup fruit juice or wine. 

Combine bread crumbs, sugar, 
salt, spices and milk. Mix well 
and cool. Mix fruit with flour. 
Add suet and blend well. Beat 
eggs. Add to cooled mixture. 
Add fruit mixture and fruit juice 
or wine. Blend thoroughly and 
pour into greased two-quart mold. 
Cover and steam one and one- 
half hours. Un-cover and cool. 
Re-cover and store in cool place. 
Re-heat at least 1 hour before 
serving. Yield: 12 servings. Note: 
If pudding is to be kept more 
than two weeks, it should be 
stored in the refrigerator. If 
pressure cooker is used, steam 15 
minutes without; pressure, and 40 
minutes at 15 pounds.

To “REFINE”—And the Young 
Lady’s Finishing School. ; 
HAT this word suggests first 
Wes all depends upon how your 
mind works, or, of course, 
upon your environment.

Leaky Radiator Shut-Off Valves. 


HERE are roughly two kinds 
T of radiator shut-off valves: 

those that don’t work at all 
and those that leak. Today we 
will concentrate on the leaky 
ones. 


The first thing to do with a 
leaky valve is to try tightening 
the packing nut which sits under 
the valve handle. Tightening the 
nut often stops the leaking. It 
may also turn the valve into a 
non-working kind or have no ef- 
fect at all. In this case you re- 
quire new packing in the nut. If 
you are dealing with a hot water 


system, drain sufficient water out . 


so that the water level is below 
the radiator. On a steam system 
shut down the fire so steam 
won't come up during this op-
